Whereas,  The  American  Association

Resolved,  that  this  Association  agrees 
fully  with  the  fundamental  aim  of  those 
whose  ^orts  are  devoted  to  the  safe- 
guarding of  the  rights  of  animals,  but 
deprecates  unwise  attempts  to  hmit  or 
prevent  the  conduct  of  animal  experi- 
mentation such  as  have  recently  been 


defeated  in  California  and  Oregon,  for 
the  reason  that  such  efforts  retard  ad- 
vance in  methods  of  prevention,  control 
and  treatment  of  disease  and  injury  of 
both  man  and  animals  and  threaten 
serious  economic  loss,  and  be  it  further 
Resolved,  that  a  copy  of  these  resolu- 
lutions  be  included  in  the  official  records 
of  this  Association,  and  that  copies  be 
sent  to  the  National  Congress,  to  the 
Legislature  of  each  of  the  United  States 
and  to  each  member  of  the  Association.

Whereas,  clean  culture  of  roadsides 
and  the  drainage  of  marshes  m  the 
United  States  is  imperiling  the  exist- 
ence of  the  wild-life  of  the  country  not 
now  included  in  special  preserves,  and 

Whereas,  the  preservation  of  this 
wild-life  not  in  preserves  is  felt  to  be  of 
great  national  importance  not  only  to 
students  and  lovers  of  Nature,  but  to 
human  welfare  in  general;  therefore,  be 

Resolved,  that  the  American  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of  Science 
thoroughly  appreciates  the  importance 
of  preserving  this  wild-life  not  in  pre- 
serves, and  that  it  lends  its  moral  sup- 
port to  an  effort  aiming  to  bring  to- 
gether all  interested  organizations  and 
individuals  in  a  cooperative  investiga- 
tion for  furthering  a  feasible  program 
for  the  preservation  of  unprotected  wild- 
life in  the  United  States.

Whebeab,  in  recognition  of  the  tiniqae 
character  of  the  National  Parks  and 
Monuments  of  the  United  States,  and  of 
their  great  value  to  present  and  future 
generations,  twenty-four  successive  Con- 
gresses have  wisely  resisted  attempts  to 
commercialize  them  and  have  preserved 
them  inviolate  for  nearly  half  a  cen- 
tury, and 

Whereas,  private  interests  are  now 
seeking  to  secure  special  privileges  in 
certain  ones  of  these  areas,  and 

Whereas,  the  granting  of  such  priv- 
ileges would  seriously  interfere  with  the 
carrying  out  of  the  purposes  for  which 
these  parks  and  monuments  were  estab- 
lished, and  might  lead  to  still  further 
commercialization  of  these  unique  na- 
tional museums;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  that  the  American  Associa- 
tiotn  for  the  Advancement  of  Science 
urges  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
first,  to  amend  tiie  Water  Power  Act  so 
that  it  Bhall  not  apply  to  national  parks 
and  monuments,  tiius  restoring  their  full 
control  to  Congress,  and  second,  to 
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ject  all  present  and  future  measures  that 
propose  to  surrender  any  part  of  the 
national  parks  and  monuments  to  pri- 
vate control  or  to  divert  them  in  any 
way  from  their  original  and  exclusive 
purpose,  the  preservation  for  future 
generations  of  unique  representations  of 
natural  conditions  such  as  exist  in  no 
other  part  of  tibe  world.

At  the  Regular  Spring  Meeting 
of  the  Committee 
April  24,  1921 

Whebeas,  the  scientific  education  of 
the  youth  of  the  United  States  is  among 
the  most  fundamental  and  important 
functions  of  the  Republic,  education 
being  the  only  means  hf  which  the  ad- 
vantages of  present  civilization  may  be 
surely  transmitted  to  coming  genera- 
tions of  citizens  and  by  which  the  future 
progress  of  the  Republic  may  be  as- 
sured; and 
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Wheireas,  the  prosecution  of  the  said 
scientific  education  of  the  youth  requires 
unrestricted  employment  of  the  appara- 
tus and  materials  of  science  in  educa- 
tional institutions,  this  being:  increas- 
ingly true  for  more  advanced  education; 
and 

Whereas,  the  scientific  materials  and 
apparatus  to  be  used  in  educational  in- 
stitutions ought  to  be  selected,  as  far  as 
possible,  without  consideration  of  their 
place  of  origin,  since  science  is  world- 
wide in  its  scope;  and 

Whereas,  any  increase  in  the  cost  of 
scientific  equipment  for  education  is  to 
be  greatly  deplored,  since  the  funds 
available  for  ite  purchase  by  educational 
institutions  are  invariably  inadequate  in 
comparison  witib  the  great  needs  and 
possibilities  of  education;  and 

Whereas,  institutions  for  higher  edu- 
cation must  still  be  relied  on  for  the  most 
fundamental  and  far-reaching  steps  in 
the  advancement  of  knowledge,  through 
the  scientific  researches  of  tibeir  facul- 
ties and  students;  and 

Whereas,  both  financial  and  patriotic 
considerations  clearly  require  that  the 
Republic  should  aid  fundamental  scien- 
tific research  in  every  possible  way, 
especially  avoiding  the  erection  of  arti- 
ficial barriers  across  the  path  of  the  ad- 
vance of  true  knowledge;  and,  finally, 

Whereas,  in  consideration  of  the  fore- 
going clauses.  The  American  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancem^t  of  Science, 
with  its  12,000  members,  almost  all  of 
whom  are  citizens  of  the  United  States 
— ^representing  the  fundamental  scien- 
tific interests  of  the  country  from  the 
standpoint  of  scientific  research  as  well 
as  from  that  of  instruction,  and  repre- 
senting especially  the  institutions  for 
higher  education  and  their  staffs — ^views 
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with  very  serious  concern  the  proposal 
to  repeal  section  573  of  the  tariff  act  of 
October  3,  1913,  which  allows  the  duty- 
free importation  of  scientific  materials 
by  educational  institutions;  therefore,  be 
it 

Resolved,  that  The  American  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of  Science  r^ 
pectfuUy  calls  tiie  attention  of  the  Cong- 
ress of  the  United  States  to  the  very 
great  hindrance  and  burden  tiiat  wcnild 
be  imposed  upon  scientific  education 
and  research  in  the  Bepublic  if  its  edu- 
cational institutions  were  to  be  deprived 
of  the  privilege  at  duty-free  imjporta- 
tion  of  scientific  apparatus  and  ma- 
terials, which  they  h^ve  had  for  many 
years  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  that  the  American  Associa- 
tion also  respectfully  urges  the  restora- 
tion of  the  corresponding  privilege  of 
duty-free  importation  of  single  copies  of 
scientific  books  in  the  English  language 
by  recognized  educational  institutions 
and  their  faculties,  such  books  constitut- 
ing an  important  item  of  both  institu- 
tional and  personal  equipment  for  ad- 
vanced instruction  and  research,  especial- 
ly since  it  is  undesirable  that  scientific 
publications  in  languages  other  than 
English  should  be  artificially  favored  in 
the  United  States;  and  be  it  finally 

Resolved,  that  these  resolutions  be 
forwarded  to  the  proper  committees 
of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  to 
the  National  Academy  of  Sciences,  to  the 
Natimial  Research  Council,  and  to 
secretaries  of  the  scientific  societies 
affiliated  with  the  American  Association, 
^t  ^ey  be  published  in  Scobnce,  offi- 
cial organ  of  the  association,  and  also 
that  thej^  be  sent  to  each  membw  of  ^ 
association.
